The American Minister sends home 
Btating that many Americans (travelers, 
waiters and laborers) are now in destitute 
circumstance, and asks that means be 
provided for their return home. 

On Saturday, M. F. Conway, an ex-

immediately arrested. Mr. Pomeroy can 
not account for the attack. Conway said, 
in reply to those asking his reasons for 
the assault : “He has ruined myself and 
my family.” Conway failing to provide 
for his family, about three years ago Mr. 
Pomeroy and several Senators procured 
for his wife a situation in thp Treasury 
Department. 

A special from Memphis says the sit¬ 
uation there could hardly be worse. Bus¬ 
iness is almost totally suspended. The 
chief ravages of the disease are confined 
to a portion of tho city inhabited chiefly 
by poor people.

Mrs. VanDuzee, of this place, who 
sailed from New?York for Europe, the 
4th of last month, in a letter to her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. James W. Brown, 
thus describes a pai*t of her journey 
and her entry into Germany. 

Hamburg, Crown Prince Hotel, 
Sept. 17, 1873. 

Dear Father and Mother :— We 
had a very stormy, rough time crossing 
the English Channel, and, in fact, nearly 
all the time we wei’e in the German 
Ocean. We arrived at . the mouth of 
the Elbe Tuesday night, Sept. 14, but it 
was raining and so dark we could not 
enter the river, though wo had taken on 
a pilot the day l e fore, and were obliged 
to cruise around in the ocean some hours 
until it cleared off. The mouth of the 
river is quite narrow, with low marshy 
shores. We could go only a short dis¬ 
tance up the river, and were obliged to 
wait until ten o’clock the next morning 
before proceeding, on account of the 
tide. A river steamer came along side 
and took the passengers off, about 4 | 
o’clock a. m., but we remained with the 
Silesia. 

Hamburg is eighty miles from the 
mouth of the Elbe, and" bon tains a popu¬ 
lation of 225,000. The buildings are 
almost entirely of brick or stone, and are 
really magnificent. We hired a droschk 
to take us to the hotel ; it was a one 
horse close carriage much resembling our 
hacks, though not quite so large. The 
horses seem much heavier and stouter 
than ours, and indeed, ought to be, as 
they draw such heavy loads. The driv¬ 
ers carry long whips with which they 
keep up an almost incessant cracking, 
reminding one- of a rapid succession of 
torpedo explosions upon the pavement, 
and I am sure, drive as rapidly as in any 
of our American cities. 

I seo nothing about the people we 
meet in the streets to remind me we are 
in a foreign city, unless it is the number 
ef servant girls with arms bare nearly 
to the shoulder, and heads entirely un¬ 
covered, or covered with a small white 
muslin headdress with a heavy border 
placed directly on top of the head, the 
point in front coming just to the edge 
of the hair. It is very becoming and 
tasteful to almost any one. 

Yesterday we spent almost the entire 
day in the Zoological Gardens and Aqua¬ 
rium, and I think csuld spend another 
day there very profitably. There is a 
very large collection of animals from all 
parts of the world, living in their native 
elements,not much like what one sees in 
traveling menageries. We could stroke the 
antilope and gazelles, and pet the giraffe, 
and feed the elephant, through the bars 
of course, and remain as long as we 
pleased before each one. 

In the Aquarium we were shown first 
the lowest forms of animal life, the 
coral insects, and then up to very large 
and most singular fish. 

I think I never enjoyed a day of sight 
seeing more than yesterday. The hotel 
at which we are stopping was recommen¬ 
ded by Captain Hebich, of the Silesia. 
It is a second rate hotel, but every thing 
was in good style and as nice as we could 
wish. For dinner we were charged one 
thaler, or 75 cents. The dinner hour 
was four o’clock. Lighted candles were 
placed upon the table just before coffee 
was served,and much to our surprise, the 
gentlemen used them to li ght their e igana 
with, and began pufriing away wbib* the 
others at the table finished their meal. 
This is a common custom among the 
Germans. We had two rooms each, con¬ 
taining a single bed, (you know they 
have no double beds in Germany,) but 
calling it one room connected by double 
doors, and containing the same quantity 
of furniture in each, viz :—A small top¬ 
ped washstand with beautiful gold bound 
wash bowl, and pitcher of real china, 
a mahogany sofa covered with green 
rep, a large and small mahogany table 
and secretary, three chairs, and a mirror 
extending from floor to ceiling,and a very 
nice carpet of oak and green colors. 
Our lights were sperm candles in tall sil¬ 
ver candle sticks, and wo were charged 
extra for them. About 34 cents for four 
candles. They lasted ns the three nights 
wejwere in the city. 

The city is lighted with gas, but none

The question whether the offices of chief 
judge and asstciate judge of the court of appeals, the 
justices of tho supreme court, the judges of the superior 
court of the city of New York, of thecourt of common 
pleas of the city and county of New York, of the su¬ 
perior court of Buffalo, of the city court of Brooklyn, 
and the county judge of the several counties of this 
State, shall hereafter be filled by appointment, shall be 
submitted to the electors of this State, at the general 
election to be held on Tuesday succeeding the first 
Monday of November next) as provided in section seven¬ 
teen, of article six of tho constitution of this State, in 
the manner hereinafter mentioned.

Latter from Mr. Hiram Walker. 


Mr. Humphries: — I promised you 
before leaving homo that I would take 
some notes of wbat I should see in this 
wild, romantic region. Now for the 
notes. Taking the cars at Plattsburg on 
Lake Champlain, wo reached Ausable 
I orks, 23 miles. This is one of the 
great iron centres, of which I will speak 
in another article. Blackbrook, 4 miles, 
and Franklin Falls, 14 miles further! 
18 miles in all, over a plank road! 
Bloomingdale is 8 miles, and Paul Smith 
17 miles to St. Regis Lake. This lake 
is some two miles long, and at its widest 
point half a mile. The St. Regis River 
empties into the St. Lawrence. This 
road from the Forks passes over a poor 
agricultural country, but in many places 
very rich in iron. Paul Smith has a 
large hotel on the St. Regis Lake, which 
will accommodate 100 guests. His ta¬ 
ble is supplied with all the delicacies of 
a city hotel. His houso is generally full, 
and mostly from the cities. His parlor 
is supplied with a piano, and other rich 
furniture. He has extensive stables and 
runs several stages for his guests to come 
from the cars, and extensive ten pin al¬ 
leys. He told us he had 100 boats, 
(skifis with oars,) and 70 men who act 
as guides to visitors and hunters. Now 
is the hunting season, and hunters often 
go back 30 miles and camp out. These 
boats are so light that they can be car¬ 
ried by hand from one lake to another. 
Paul Smith’s house is only one among 
several other large houses on these lakes. 
Martins, on tho lower Saranac, is 7\ 
miles from Bloomingdale. Bartletts, on

How to Keep Grapes for Winter 
Use. —If you desire delicious, fresh 
grapes in winter, they can be had by 
a very little care and expense. Pick the 
bunchos only in a dry, warm day, and 
place them in a cool, shady place for at 
least three days; then commence to pack 
them in paper boxes that will hold 
about ten pounds. Between each layer 
of grapes place a single thickness of 
newspaper ; tho boxes should not con¬ 
tain more tlian three layers in thickness. 
Then place in a cool, dry room, not in a 
cellar, for the natural dampness there 
will cause mold and decay.

I was one of a party of 14 ladies and 
gentlemen who went on to Whiteface 
Mountain, in the town of St. Ar- 
mand.

It is 5,457 feet above the 
tide water, and only a few feet less in 
altitude than Mount Marcy, the highest 
of the Adirondacks. We rode within 
two and half miles of the summit when 
we halted ab a woodman’s cabin ; took 
an early dinner, and took up our line of 
march. The ladies improvised bloomer 
dresses, some wore men’s hats, each one 
0 vas provided with a long cane, which 
served as a resting pole going up, and to 
ease our descent. Some of the 
path was at an angle of 35 degrees. We 
were a unique and jolly looking set, 
marching in single file. We were two 
hours overcoming the ascent. Once 
on the summit the grandest panorama I 
ever saw was spread out before us, of 
which this mountain was apparently the 
centre. The diameter of tlie landscape 
within our vision is about 75 miles. 
There was 36 lakes in sight, nestled 
among the hills with evergreen skirting 
their shores, besides Lake Champlain. 
The villages of Wilmington, Jay, Keane, 
N. Elbo,the burial place of John Brown, 
Denemora, (Clinton prison,) St. Albans, 
Burlington, Camels Hump, and Mount 
Mansfield, in Vermont, and White 
Mountain, in New Hampshire, can all 
be seen in a fair day, with a clear sky.

We understand that the number of 
of pupils now in attendance is about sixty, 
and applications have been received from 
some forty more .—Faribault Republican, 
Sept. 17. 

St. Ann’s Church —for deaf-mutes 
and those interested in their welfare, 
celebrated its 21st Anniversary on Sun¬ 
day, the 5th iusfc. The services were 
conducted by the Rector, Rev. Dr. Gal- 
laudet and his assistant, Rev. Mr. Cham¬ 
berlain. Rev. Dr. Seymour’s sermon in 
the evening was interpreted for deaf- 
mutes. During the year there had 
been 59 baptized, 7 being deaf-mutes, 
and 7 children of deaf-mutes; 50 con¬ 
firmed, 21 being deaf-mutes; 47 
couples married, 8 being deaf-mutes; 45 
buried, 3 deaf-mutes and 4 children of 
deaf-mutes. About 500 communicants 
were reported, of whom upwards of 70 
are deaf-mutes. $1,099.75 were given 
to objects outsido of the Parish. $3,- 
355.40 were raised for charitable objects 
connected with the church and chapel. 
The church received for its support, of¬ 
ferings $5,403.86, donations from indi¬ 
viduals, $1,604.52, from Trinity Church 
$1,000, and from the estate of Mrs. Ma¬ 
ry E. C. VanHome $10,000.

r Tho Doaf-Muto School 

Was commenced in Balem three years 
ago. By the exertions of a few who were 
interested in the education of this unfor¬ 
tunate class of people, the Legislature 
of 1870 was induced to grant an appro¬ 
priation of 2,000 per year for two years, 
for the organization and support of a 
school whose object would be the educa¬ 
tion of deaf-mutes. Prof. Wm. S. Smith, 
a deaf-mute from the east, was engaged 
as a teacher and to him was given the 
charge of the school. Mr. Smith proved 
to be just the man needed for the place, 
being a man of much intelligence and of 
sincere sympathy with persons of his 
class, and to him, assisted by his wife, 
to Rev. P. S. Knight, who from the first 
has taken much interest in the matter, 
and others, may the success of the school 
be ascribed. Last fall, owing to its suc¬ 
cess and the urgent necessity for its con¬ 
tinuance, the Legislature granted a fur¬ 
ther appropriation in aid of tho school of 
S^4,500. During vacation the place of 
holding the school was changed from 
North Salem to the building lately occu¬ 
pied by the Academy of tho Sacred 
Heart. This building is much more com¬ 
modious and better adapted for the pur¬ 
pose than the building formerly occupied. 
On tho first floor there is a reception 
room, school room, study and rooms for 
the accommodation of the teachers and 
matron. Up stairs is a leading room, 
which is designed, as soon as arrange¬ 
ments can be made, to contain books of 
alTkinds and papers from all parts of the 
State and elsewhere, for the uso of the 
pupils. The sleeping apartments for both 
males and females are neat and well 
ventilated. The whole appointments of 
the buildings are made with an eye to 
comfort and health. The school opens 
this h\l with but few pupils so far, 
though Mr. Smith has the assurance, 
when the hurry of fall work shall be 
over, of an addition of ten new papils, 
making a total number of thirty-two, 
which are expected to be in attendance 
the coming school year. Mrs. John Gray 
has been tendered, and has accepted, the 
position of Matron of the school.— Or¬ 
egon Salesman, Sept. 16. J

Tim introduction 
of living rooni 3 for the pupils, obviating 
the necessity of using the school rooms 
for tln‘3 purpose as heretofore, is a very 
desirable improvement. 

On tho second lloor are situated the 
blind boys’ school room, two class rooms, 
a clothes room, boys’ hospital, matron’s 
room, and two private rooms. The boys’ 
hospital is a very pjeaeont fpom, situated 
away from the stairways and tho likeli¬ 
hood of noise. : 

On the third floor is tho Chapel, a large I

His natural desires are moreover liable 
to excesses, destructive both to body and 
mind if indulged beyond certain limits.

One 
of his legs was broken, liis head severely 
cut, and his back badly injured. 

We are pained to hear of this sad ac¬ 
cident that has befallen our venerable 
friend. Though advanced in years, Mr. 
Brown has lost none of his interest in 
the welfare of the deaf and dumb. There 
has rarely been an object, tending to their 
good, that he has not taken an active 
and valuable part in. Deaf himself, he 
has always done what he could for his 
brothers in misfortune, and any calam¬ 
ity to him will be felt with regret by 
hosts of the mutes; and we are sure that 
now he has their deepest sympathy. We 
hope the injuries are not so bad as re¬ 
ported and that he will soon be restored 
to health, and to those labors he delights 
to perform.
